What the Pacific 
is to look like? 


A 



Washington's Intention of mili- 
tarizing tho Pacific Is running in* 
to conflict with the Interests of 
statu on Hi shorn or basin that 
want to use tho ocean exclusive- 
ly for peaceful purposes. 

Currently the US Congress Is 
considering a draft treaty of tho 
so-called free association or fha 
Federal Stales ol Micronesia and 
the Republic of Marshall Islands 
with the UnlEed Stales. This 
freely Is meant lo complete the 
process ol an essentially ficilll- 
ous transition lo self-determi- 
nation ol the many Islands of 
Micronesia which, lor many 
years, have been under Americ- 
an trusteeship. 

Yes, fictitious, becauso under 
(he terms ol "association" fha 
USA retains Ihe "entire respon- 
sibility for security and defence" 
ol Ihe formor trust territories, 
which Is qulio significant In It- 
self. The American "guardian" 
has already bulH a network of 
airfields for slrafoglc bombers 
and nuclear-powered submarine 
files, nuclear and chemical 
weapons s lores, ranges for test- 
ing combat missiles end other 
military hardware, on ihe ocean- 
ic oxpinsos of neatly 8,000,000 
square kilo metres where Micro- 
nesia Is located. 

This area Is home lo a eonsl* 
datable portion of Ihe half e 
million lanrlcematv 149 warships 


and 1,121 warplanes fha USA 
has massed In the Pacific zone. 
The '‘Ires association" enables 
Washington not only to retain all 
this Intact but also lo intensify, 
under any pretext, Its military 
presence and activity In the re- 
gion. 

As II Is, US leaders do not 
make any secrol of their plans. 
Speaking recently in Honolulu, 
Hawaii, Stale Secretary George 
Shu Hz quoted President Reagan 
as saying that American policy In 
Ihe Pacific was conducted "from 
Ihe position of strength", and 
that by bolstering lls Navy and 
aviation over enormous expanses 
In Ihe northern, western and 
soul hern parts ol the ocean, Ihe 
USA was working towards Ihe 
attainment ol greater military 
strength by Hi local (Hindi at 
Ihe same time. 

Such eltompls lo turn the 
ocean Into fas they stress In 
Washington! a potential military 
theatre, gladden, in (ad, only ihe 
closest allies o( Ihe USA, while 
most Pacific countries view ihe 
lufuro of the ocean from a com- 
pletely different angle. For In- 
stance, Ihe ASEAN nations [In- 
donesia, Malaysia* the Philippi- 
nes, Thailand, Singapore and 
Brunei! ere opposed to the Idea 
of e resurgence of the military 
ispeclt of their association md 
closer military links wHh the 


USA that Washington has baen 
foisting on them. 

As recently as mid-September 
the ASEAN states again con- 
firmed their allegiance lo a to- 
tally different Idea ol a nuclear- 
free status tor South-East Asia, 
and, hence, Hie Padlic waters 
washing It. The seme decision 
concerning Ihe southern Paci- 
fic was taken by 13 other states 
—members ol ihe Soulh Pacific 
(orum. One of them. New Zea- 
land, has already closed Its 
ports for American nucloar- 
powered ships or (hose with 
nuclear aims on board which 
earlier had free access to them. 

Given the growing desire of 
the peoples ol the Pacific to 
turn II not Into an area ol mill- 
tary confrontation and arms race, 
but a zona ol peace and good- 
neighbourly cooperation, one 
may very well understand how 
Indignant thoy are al the cur- 
rent re-equipment of the Amer- 
ican Padlic Navy with now mis- 
siles with nuctoar warheads, and 
at the declared Intention of 
Paris to continue nuclear tests 
on Ihe Mururoa Atoll In Polyne- 
sla. The USA and France have 
conducted nearly 160 nuclear 
blasts on Ihe Pacific Islands, 
damaging the health and even 
killing many people end forcing 
thousands ol olhers lo flee their 
naHve land tor good. 


Now the USA Is requesting 
the Pacific countries to "seek 
shelter" under its "nuclear um- 
brella". But these nations quite 
reasonably saa this new Wash- 
ington'! offer as an attempt to 
make them hostages ol Its nu- 
clear strategy. They raiad the 
plan of filling the ocean with 
more and more carriers of In- 
creasingly menacing weapons. 
Their Idea ol this ocean Is one 
where thoy could live without 
being threatened with sinister 
silhouettes ol warships and 
planes with nuclear missiles and 
bombs. 

The Soviet Union. In propos- 
ing an entire programme ol mea- 
sures to reduce naval activities 
and armaments of states, pre- 
cisely wants to see the Pacific, 
as well as the entire World 
Ocean, a demilitarized area. 

This programme was fully out- 
lined In a letter which the So- 
viet Foreign Minister, Andrei 
Gromyko, sent to UN Secretary- 
General Perez de- Cuellar last 
April, Its chief thrust Is that the 
community ot nations should 
take urgenl steps to curb the 
arms race, primarily nuclear, on 
the seas and oceans; to build 
trust between the states using 
the World Ocean, create condi- 
tions for cooperation In the ex- 
ploitation ol Its' weaHh. 

For a start the Soviet Union 
offers multilateral talks on non- 
extension of naval activity Into 
areas of conflict or tension; 
withdrawing warships with 
nuclear arms from the busiest 
araas of the World Ocean, and 
on security measures on sea 
lanes. 

Theso and other proposals 
regarding the use ol .the seas 
and oceans :only for peaceful 
ends put forward by Hie USSR, 
and other nations, are undoub- 
tedly ip line .with Hit Interest! 
ol all nations and peoples. 
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yldea a firm legal tontti- 
further strengthening ol 
lion between ibe two c&c-.

BREEDS AND MACHINES 

What Is simpler — to tailor caff/u to existing lech- 
oology or technology to calllvf This question la an- 
swered In SBLSKAY A Z I11ZN. 

This country turns come 50 breeds ol cattle, writes 
Professor ,Y e. Arzumanyan. Old breeds have been con- 
siderably modified to increase milk yields by do lo 
: 43 per cent, or by 900-1,000 kilogrammes ol milk from 
every cow a year. 


Mew breeds, Ihe author emphasises, are -a very rare 
commodity forming part ol national wealth. To develop 
a new breed one needs some 14 to IB years — or lour 
generaffons of cattle. Therefore all the existing breeds 
must be carefully preserved. At Ihe same time there 
are no absolutely pcrlecl breeds. A breed can be 
regarded as more advantageous only ■ to something 
already existing. Therefore catlle must be continuously 
improved. Or else if will not meet the requirements one 
day. 

However, the aufiior poinfs out, breed transformation 
la Immeasurably more complex a process than the 
designing of machinery, for everything related to liv- 
ing beings requires long lime to be completed, Very 
often milk yields depend on tho performance ol tech- 
nology Modern milking machines are far from being 
compatible with /ft e cows biologically. They fail to 
milk some 10 pci cent of milk which contains 1.5- to 
2-lold more lal lhan Ihe main Iracllon. 

Tho author is of the opinion that calllc breeds and 
machinery arc to bo developed In parallel, with lech - 
oology progressing at a higher rate than selection. Foi 
a machine can be easily tailored lo a cow lhan a good 
cow to a bud machine.

Vladimir SbevcUcoVa rholro was dictated by 
mere chance, . The seventeen- ycar-uld firsl-year 
student at the Leningrad Electrical end Techno- 
logical Institute named alter Ulyanov (Lenin) 
who was to become microradloelectroulca engi- 
neer, was somewhat surprised when a physical 
training loslniclor I old him that the Lentil tn 
Studios were looking lor a hero for a sew lllm. 
JUi first reaction, “Why should II bo me?" soon 
gave way la "Why should l\ be' not?" Vladimir 
Bow believes that It wu Qdiy at tho trial and 
•Iter looking at bla "rivals" ' at the filming silo 
did ho understand immediately, that bn would 
b« assigned tha part. Whether this was bo or 
nol Is not for us lo dtacuds, ' but il ls qttlfe cer- 


tain that It was he wlio played Sergei, a senior 
schoolboy wbo endlessly wrote In despair one 
and the same phrase, “Let Klava K. taka the 
blame for my death", which gave the film its 
name. 

How did he play 11? Not badly, os his debut 
was noled with approval by Him critics (this 
was particularly Important for his future) and 
by film directors aud their assistants. 

What Js the most common future awaiting a 
young aclor alter a successful debut? More of- 
ten than not, It Is a stereotype: ho begins to be 
Invited to play similar parls.

This dissimilarity could have been described 
as tbe wldlh ul bis artistic range, were he an 
experienced actor. However, he wbs bIIII a 
would-be engineer obeying subconsciously and 
Intuitively Hie hill of the Him director, rather 
sceptical about acting in general, aud fust con- 
tinuing "to act In films". It was the pari of 
lago Dial cast lhe llrst seeds of doubt to his 
soul. And not so much lago, as Alexander Ro- 
manlsov of the Leningrad Bolshoi Drama Tiiea- 
Iro who played that part. When Vladimir saw 
how Romanlsov worked, his self-indulgence, he 
suddenly realized that lie himself should not 
continue lo just act — - nor did he have any 
right to — that there was a system of work and 
that ho had to lake a decision. 

Ills choice was lo become a student at the 
InsUlulo of Cinematography in Moscow where 
ho Joined (he workshop o? fltm director and ac- 
tor Yevgeny Matveyev. 

Tour years he spent at the institute In Mos- 
cow, attending cfnssea, training, and taking part 
In plays like any other sludent. During those 
four years he also played: in various films. 
These were Ids years of apprenticeship as an ac- 
tor. Supplementing each other, studying and 
working have convinced Shevelkov that the 
uinln thing hi lhe profession he has chosen Is 
work, on unsophisticated idea, except that 
everyone of us makes ihis discovery anew, 
(|ulto by oneself.
